Program Notes 
Livre d'Orgue (Suite on the Ist Tone) Du Mage (16..? - 17..7) 


Published in 1708, the work represents the composer's only contri- 
bution to the organ repertoire. It appeared at a time when the 
French organ tradition was undergoing a profound change in spirit. 
The growing secularization of the earlier litergical Organ Mass 
resulted in the frequent use of dance rhythms and a profusion of 
ornaments in the manner of the harpsichordist, most of whom were 
organists as well. et 


The registration is often indicated in the title of the movement 
and Du Mage adheres strictly to this convention. 


‘Plein Jeu (A brilliant and full combination of 'Principal' tone.) 


Fugue (Generally played on the Reed Stops with other foundation 
stops 


Trio (The lowest of the three voices played in a separate colour) 


Tierce en Taille (A melody in the Tenor register employing the 
Tierce stop which provided its characteristic colour) 


Basse de Trompette (Solo in the bass [lower] range of the 
keyboard) 


Recit (A solo in the right hand) 
Duo (A duet for two voices, usually of contrasting colours) 


Grand Jeu (A dialogue alternating between two choruses or en- 
sembles on different manuals)
